JLG-RICA maintains a seven day on site but has a supply sent to home for days student
is expected to be LOA.

WMHC receives patient medication cassette exchanges 2x/week. MedSelect supply is
checked/restocked/expired meds removed monthly.
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RICA-Baltimore - RICA Baltimore prefers 7-day supply except stimulants: 30 day blister
pack.

Potomac Center PC/SETT usually work on a 14-day supply at a time.
